— Central Press Photo, 


British Graves Dedicated At Muimanck 


Russians Lift Iron 
Curtain For 
A Cemetery Service 


Murmansk, June 3. 


A group of Western diplomats and a Church 
of England padre stoed on Arctic moorland today 
to dedicate the graves of 27 British and Allied 
sailors and soldiers who died carrying war sup- 
plies to Russia in Arctic convoys. 


They were given spicial per- 
micsiun by the Soviet Govirn- 
ment fo visit this Aretic port, 
normally a “Sorbldden zonm:" for 
forcieners, 

Paire Harold Isherwood, 
British chaplain in Finland, who 
flew from Helsiicl for the 
cercmony, conducted oa bref 
gravaside cedication service at 
bhe Abued war ogmstery, 

It was the first praup of 
Westrn diplomats that had 
geen the graves since the end of 
the war. 

RUSSIANS HELPED 

The seamen were 17 Britons, 
seven Pakistanis and three 
Americans, 

Nine years after the war 
Britain's Imperial War Graves 
Commission was able to arrange 
for headstones to be erected. 
The stones were shipped from 
Britain and were set up by the 
Murmansk Town Council, The 
Soviet Foreign Ministry co- 
operated and the Commission 
paid the bill.

Talks On 
Balkans Pact 


Athens, June 3. 

President Tito of Yugo- 
slavia today begun talks 
with the Greek Prime 
Minister, Marshal Alexan- 
der Papagos, and other 
Greek leaders on a proposed 
military alliance of their 
two countries with Turkey. 

This 1s the maln alm of Mar- 
shal Tito’s four-day visit. The 
talks followed ceremonial 
events and presentations ond a 
luncheon given by the Greck 
King and Queen.

Bold Plan 


T° overcome this diMfeulty 
another bold plan was de- 
vised. It wos the transporta- 
thon of the power generated at 
Kimano to the more spaclour 
port of Kitimat, 50 miles away 
ever the mountains. 


For this purpose a series of 
overhead “towers his been set 
up, crossing the peaks between 
Kemano ond Kitimat ato a 
‘height of 5,000ft. Would the 
metal pylons supporting the 
two-inch cable withstand = the 
weather of a sub-Arctle wine 
ter? 


Flying over this pass recently 
I saw the pylons rising from 
deep snowdrifts, The crews 
who supervise the  power-line 
sul huve to dig down through 
the snow to reach the entrance 
to thelr huts. Yet even the 
most exposed of tho 307 stand- 
turds that carry the cable have 
withstood a winter in which the 
temperature has sunk as low os 
50 degrees below zero (Fahr,). 


In taming this wilderness the 
secret of Alcan's success has 
been the ulllisation of modern 
scientific methods. It is estl- 
mated that some $275,000,000— 
which Is about £100,000,000— 
will have beem spent on this

Washington, June 3. 


The Defence Department said teday it wants 
Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy’s list of 130 alleged 
defence plant Communists as soon as possible but 
will not promise to keep the names secret. 

Sen. McCarthy invited the Department on 
Wednesday to send representatives to his office to 


get the names. 


But he said he would exact a 


promise that the names be kept secret until the 
suspects testified before his “sub-committee or a 


loyalty board, 


Assistant Defence Secretary 
Fred A. Seaton outlined the 
departinent’s attitude In a letter 
to Sen. McCarthy. Mr Seaton 
declared that Defence officials 
“cunnot make any advance 
commitment" to keep the names 
secret because they “must be 
free to act without consulting 
you.” 


The issue touched off a furore 
at the hearings today when 
Democratic members of the 
sub-committee wanted to know 
why the Defence Department 
had not acted more quickly to 
get hold of Sen. McCarthy's list.

Duclos last night urged 960 
party leaders meeting here 
“to correct urgently the 
shortcomings and errors” 
which have appeared in the 
party.

Duclos sald: “Opportunism has 
appeared in the ranks of the 
party right up Into its leader- 
ship.” 


He said the Polltburo and 
Central Committee, the party’s 
two top organs, had been tou 
slow in taking action ogainst 
Auguste Lecocur, who was 
stripped of his post of a party 
necretary in March for allegedly 
trying to usurp party leader- 
ship. 


Lecoeur, who is stil officially 
a member of the Central Com- 
mittee, did not leave nis retreat 
in a secluded village in central 
France to attend the congress, 

ML Duclos, Acting Secretary 
General of tho French Com- 
munlst Party, also called for in- 
creased criticism and self 
eriticiem, “tested weapons 
against the Ills which befall a 
healthy body.” 

In a speech which took up the 
whole morning and afternoon 
session, M, Duclos said the party 
had also rhown a tendency to 
under-estimate the strength of

Geneva, June 4. 


Top secret East-West negotiations were 
starting here today (Friday) about the nations to 


be invited to help control 


General Walter Bedell Smith, 
States delegation to the Asiatic conference here, 


a truce in Indo-China. 
leader of the United 
sug- 


gested the private talks hetween Ministers yesterday. He 
made the proposal after two days of hermetically secret 
but widely reported conference sessions — sessions which 
had failed to produce a panel satisfactory to both aldes. 


The channel for the negotia- 
tions is expected to be between 
Mr Anthony Eden and Mr 
Vyscheslay Molotov, tho British 
and Sovict Foreign Ministers, 
who are joint chairmen of the 
mine-notion Indo-China peace 
talks. 

Membership of the proposed 
neutral nations armistice com- 
mission and its functions and 
powers have now become a 
major obstacle to further pro- 
gress in the month-old negotla- 
tlons. 

The Communists have pro- 
posed a commission of India, 
Pakistan, Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia, They say the Com- 
mission’s main task should be 
to control the ban on men and 
material reinforcements after a 
ceasefire, 

The Western Powers are still 
not decided on which nations t 
propose for the commission 
though they are agreed St should 
include some uncommitted Asian 
natlons like Indla, 

But they hold that the com- 
mitsion should havo real au- 
thority not only to prevent re- 
inforcements but also to miintain 
close supervision of the whole 
truce, 

This disagreement over the 
authority of the commission has 
presented the West with ao 
dilemma about which should be 
decided first — composition or 
functions. 


THE BIG DOUBT 


If the West were sure that 
the commission, would be given 
the authority they seck for It 
ond took its decisions by a 
mojority vote, they would not 
abject to Communist member- 
Bhip of it, 

The usual secret session of 
the nine Ministers in the Palace 
of Nations this afternoon is
